newspaper postage IB collected, nnd it 
is estimated that under proposed law 
notwithstanding the very low rateii pro- 
vided by the bill, the income to the 
department from postage on newspapers 
and periodicals will be increased nearly 
ti million ..dollars annually. 
Under its 


provistetfcJtho work of 'Ufa postijiaaters 
will also bo greatly simplified, and in 
tho largo citioa it will dispense with the 
services of. just as many clerks as arc 
nt present" required to keep 'tho de- 
counts made necessary under tho law 
as it now is.
